SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The feature Hustler White is an approximately one and a quarter hour exploration of a 
particular gay male lifestyle in contemporary USA. As well as actors, the producer has 
employed actual “hustlers” from the Santa Monica Boulevard area, thereby producing 
authentic and representative documentary. The sometimes shocking and 
discomforting imagery is graphic but does not constitute the greater part of the feature. 
This material is located in a comic dramatisation of sex and romance presented with 
ironic and witty dialogue and cleverly matched music. The overall tone of the 
publication is mostly humourous, with some shocking scenes containing violent or 
cruel acts. The sexual and controversial nature of the contents would not be suitable 
for young persons, or for a wide adult audience that does not have a specific interest in 
the practices depicted. While the publication does not appear to promote or support 
activities presented, neither does it explicitly examine dangers associated with a 
number of the practices depicted. The publication is considered to have artistic, social 
and cultural merits, and is intended for viewing by an audience likely to have some 
understanding of the material and its contexts. 

Weighing these factors, the Office considers that the unrestricted availability of the 
publication would likely be injurious to the public good. 
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The Classification Office therefore classifies the publication titled Hustler White, 
presented as a video recording for preview but to be screened in 35mm film, as
